Health  Officer's  Annual  Report. 


To  the  Selectmen,  Town  of  Granby : 

The  year  ending  September  1st,  1916,  has  been  one  of  good  health 
as  far  as  contagious  diseases  are  concerned.  Some  cases  of  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough.  Only  one  case  of  Infantile  Paralysis  in  the  town, 
and  that  in  the  northern  section.  That  was  taken  care  of  by  Dr.  W.  R. 
Munson.  Many  children  from  New  York  have  spent  the  summer  in  the 
western  part  of  the  town.  They  were  quarantined  and  looked  after  by 
Dr.  Cox  of  Collinsville.  School  buildings  have  been  inspected  and 
found  in  sanitary  condition,  with  many  improvements  over  last  year.

Note: — In  the  above  table  the  column  following  that  containing 
the  names  of  the  teachers  gives  the  enumeration  made  in  September, 
P.M.").  No.  2  and  No.  3  being  combined,  because  the  school  in  No.  3  is 
closed;  the  total  is  266,  seven  more  than  last  year.  The  next  column 
gives  the  number  of  different  scholars  registered  during  the  year.  In 
the  next  column,  the  average  attendance  figures  are  carried  out  only 
to  two  decimals;  carrying  them  out  to  four  places,  and  adding  the 
average  attendance  at  the  Simsbury  High  School,  19.0464,  at  the 
Haitford  High  School,  1.9555,  and  of  two  children  at  the  North  Canton 
School,  1.G888,  we  get  a  total  average  attendance  of  178.4902.      This  is  a 
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decrease  of  about  15  as  compared  with  last  year;  while  bad  weather 
and  illness  has  produced  some  irregularity  of  attendance,  this  is  largely 
due  to  the  removal  of  children  from  town.  In  figuring  the  cost  of 
maintaining  the  schools  in  this  table,  the  expense  of  extraordinary  re- 
pairs and  improvements  has  been  disregarded,  and  the  cost  per  pupil  is 
determined  by  dividing  the  total  cost  by  the  average  attendance.  The 
amount  received  from  the  State  is  figured  upon  the  basis  of  the  average 
attendance  of  last  year  and  the  enumeration  of  this  year. 

Your  committee  this  year  has  consisted  of  the  same  members  as 
last  year,  Messrs  Lewis  C.  Spring,  Elbert  M.  Cushman,  Alton  H.  Wilcox, 
Charles  F.  Newton,  William  Shattuck  and  William  M.  Maltbie.  Mr. 
Spring  was  again  chosen  chairman  and  Mr.  Maltbie,  secretary.  Mr. 
Frederic  L.  Tapley  again  acted  as  supervisor. 

There  has  been  no  attempt  at  any  large  improvements.  The  com- 
mittee is  attempting  to  maintain  the  physical  condition  of  the  schools, 
making  such  repairs  as  are  needed  from  time  to  time.  All  the  schools 
are  in  fair  condition,  except  No.  1,  where  the  character  of  the  building 
is  such  that  it  could  be  put  into  proper  shape  only  by  a  very  large  ex- 
penditure, which  is  hardly  justifiable  in  view  of  the  age  of  the  building 
and  its  unfortunate  location.  The  schools  all  suffer  from  poor  heating 
and  ventilating  facilities  and  your  committee  hopes,  in  the  next  few 
years,  to  make  some  changes  which  will  at  least  partially  remedy 
these  difficulties. 

The  total  expense  this  year  is  $13.68  more  than  last  year.  Teachers 
salaries  remained  the  same.  There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
cost  of  High  School  tuition  and  High  School  transportation  and  in  the 
amount  paid  for  insurance,  most  of  the  policies  being  renewed  in  the 
course  of  the  year.  On  the  other  hand,  there  was  little  expenditure  for 
other  than  ordinary  repairs.  The  cost  to  the  town  was,  however,  in- 
creased $568.95.  As  stated  last  year,  the  state  board  of  equalization  in- 
creased the  grand  list  of  the  town  until  it  was  more  than  a  million 
dollars;  this  brought  the  town  into  a  class  which  received  a  much 
smaller  amount  from  the  average  attendance  grant;  consequently 
where  last  year  we  received  $1,500.52,  this  year  we  received  only  $712.48 
The  efforts  of  the  town  officials  have  resulted  in  now  securing  a  decrease 
in  the  grand  list  to  less  than  a  million;  but  this  will  not  affect  the 
amount  received  for  average  attendance  until  the  year  after  the  one 
now  ensuing. 

The  committee  believes  that  the  work  in  the  schools  has,  on  the 
whole,  been  very  satisfactory.  It  has  tried  to  retain  teachers  wherever 
possible  and  to  that  end,  has  granted  increases  of  salary  or  given  better 
schools  to  those  remaining  more  than  one  year,  wherever  it  could  feel 
justified  in  doing  so. 

Anita  Clark  and  Ned  Gr.  Kendall  graduated  at  the  Simsbury  High 
School,  the  former  taking  second  honors  in  her  class.     George  Cushman 
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completed  the  advanced  grade  at  No.  4.     The  following  pupils  com- 
pleted the  regular  grades  and  received  certificates  of  graduation  :

Note — In  the  above  table,  the  column  following  that  containing 
the  names  of  the  teachers  gives  the  enumeration  made  in  Septem- 
ber, 1916;  the  total  is  three  more  than  last  year.  The  next  column 
gives  the  number  of  different  pupils  registered  during  the  year.  In 
the  next  column,  the  average  attendance  figures  are  carried  and  only 
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two  decimals;  carrying  them  and  to  four  decimals,  and  adding  the 
average  attendance  at  the  Simsbury  High  School,  15.  2237,  at  the 
Hartford  High  School,  .9944,  and  at  the  Collinsville  High  School, 
.2861,  we  get  a  total  average  attendance  of  177.66.  This  is  almost 
exactly  that  of  last  year,  and  in  view  of  the  prevalence  of  infantile 
paralysis  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  is  satisfactory.  In  figuring 
the  cost  of  maintaining  the  schools  in  this  table,  the  expense  of  re- 
pairs and  improvements  is  disregarded,  and  the  cost  per  pupil  is 
determined  by  dividing  this  total  cost  by  the  average  attendance. 
The  amount  received  from  the  State  is  figured  upon  the  basis  of 
the  average  attendance  of  last  year  and  the  enumeration  of  this  year; 
but  the  result  in  schools  3  and  4  is  only  approximate  as  those  schools 
were  combined  last  year. 

The  members  of  your  committee  this  year  have  been  Lewis  C. 
Spring,  Alton  H.  Wilcox,  William  Shattuck,  Charles  F.  Newton,  and 
William  M.  Maltbie.  Mr.  Spring  was  again  chosen  chairman  and 
Mr.  Maltbie,  secretary.     Mr.  Frederic  L.  Tapley  continued  as  super- 


Your  committee  has  made  no  large  changes  or  improvements 
during  this  year,  although  quite  extensive  repairs  were  made  to  No. 
9,  and  also  to  No.  3,  which  was  reopened  after  being  closed  four 
years.  Your  committee  has  endeavored  to  keep  all  the  schools  in  a 
sanitary  and  proper  condition,  and  believes  that  all  are  so,  except 
perhaps  No.  7,  where  a  new  building  or  an  almost  complete  recon- 
struction of  the  old  one  is  needed. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  has  made  and  is  making  demands 
upon  us  for  changes  and  additional  equipment.  Some  of  these  your 
committee  has  willingly  acceded  to,  but  others  seem  to  it  un- 
necessary. Your  committee  would  gladly  put  all  the  schools  of  the 
town  in  first  class  condition,  if  it  were  not  for  the  expense;  but  it 
cannot  forget  that  it  is  spending  the  money  of  the  town,  and  it 
feels  that  this  is  peculiarly  a  time  to  go  slow. 

The  total  expense  of  the  schools  increased  this  year  about  $400. 
This  was  largely  due  to  an  increase  in  the  salaries  paid  to  teachers, 
an  increase  made  necessary  by  the  relative  scarcity  of  teachers  and 
the  higher  salaries  paid  in  other  towns.  While  the  other  items 
may  fluctuate  from  year  to  year,  the  item  of  teachers  salaries  would 
increase,  and  the  other  expenses  will  almost  surely  be  larger  as  a 
whole. 

Moreover,  the  amount  which  the  town  has  received  from  the 
average  attendance  grant  has  decreased  greatly;  thus,  in  1915,  it 
received  $1,500.52;  in  1916,  $712.48;  in  1917,  $310.81.  This  decrease 
is  due  primarily  to  the  increase  in  the  grand  list  of  the  town  made  by 
the  State  Board  and  is  therefore  beyond  the  control  of  the  officers 
of  the  town.  However,  it  has  materially  contributed  to  the  large 
increase  in  the  amount  which  the  town  has  had  to  pay  from  its  own 
treasury.  Thus,  in  1915,  it  paid  $3,641.47;  in  1916,  $4,210.32;  and  in 
1917,   $4,885.12.      While   a   decrease    in   the   grand   list    by   the    State 
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Board  of  Equalization,  and  the  provisions  of  a  law  passed  by  the 
last  legislature  will  increase  the  amount  the  town  will  receive  from 
the  State  at  hand  temporarily,  it  seems  to  your  committee  a  time  to 
avoid  any  but  necessary  expenses. 

In  considering  the  amount  which  is  paid  directly  from  the  treas- 
ury of  the  town,  the  item  "Interest  and  Town  Deposit  Fund,  $296.12," 
is  not  to  be  overlooked.  This  Fund  was  given  by  the  State  to  the 
town,  subject  to  recall  at  any  time;  the  law  then  and  ever  since  has 
directed  its  investment  in  certain  designated  ways.  In  this  town,  as  in 
many  others,  it  has  simply  been  placed  in  the  treasury,  and  the 
interest  derived  from  it  exists  only  on  paper;  the  amount  placed  as 
interest  is  only  so  much  more  money  paid  from  the  town  treasury. 
Leaving  out  of  consideration  the  legality  of  thus  treating  this  fund, 
the  transaction  should  certainly  be  understood  for  what  it  is;  in  a 
word,  the  Fund  now  constitutes  liability  of  the  town,  instead  of  an 
interest  bearing  asset.

The  total  expense  of  the  schools  has  increased  considerably  over 
last  year.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  teachers  are  commanding  higher 
salaries,  labor  and  supplies  are  high,  and  a  new  school  had  to  be  main- 
tained at  Floydville. 

You  will  notice  that  there  is  quite  a  variation  in  the  teachers 
salaries.  Under  an  act  recently  passed  by  the  Legislature  a  part  of 
the  salary  of  some  of  the  teachers  had  to  be  deducted  and  paid  to  the 
Teachers  Retirement  Board.     / 
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Quite  extensive  repairs  have  been  made  in  three  different  districts, 
those  at  No.  3  and  No.  5  being  on  buildings,  and  at  No.  4,  new  seats 
and  desks  were  installed.  Owing  to  a  crowded  condition  at  District 
No.  1,  a  school  was  opened  at  Floydville.  The  building  was  provided 
by  The  Tobacco  Corporation  in  that  section,  but  the  committee  were 
obliged  to  make  repairs  to  equip  same  for  use  as  a  school  building. 
The  building  has  served  its  purpose  during  the  past  year  but  is  far 
from  satisfactory  as  a  permanent  school. 

In  comparing  the  various  items  of  expense  in  Districts,  it  is 
necessary  to  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  in  some  instances 
the  expenses  of  one  year  lap  over  into  another.  The  fuel  expense 
is  a  good  example  of  this,  in  some  cases  the  fuel  for  next  year  having 
already  been  paid  for. 

The  members  of  your  committee  this  year  have  been  Lewis  C. 
Spring,  Alton  H.  Wilcox,  William  Shattuck,  Charles  F.  Newton,  Leslie 
E.  Korper,  and  Harold  M.  Hayes.  Mr.  Spring  was  chosen  chairman. 
During  the  year  we  changed  supervisors,  Mr.  W.  H.  Mandrey  taking 
the  place  of  Mr.  F.  L.  Tapley. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  passed  by  the  Town  at  a  Special  Town 
Meeting,  Mr.  Korper  and  Mr.  Shattuck  have  been  appointed  by  your 
committee  to  build  a  new  school  in  Granby  street. 

Storrs  Brigham,  Carolyn  Holcombe,  and  Ruby  Kone  graduated  in 
June  from  the  Simsbury  High  School.  We  have  had  twenty-one 
pupils  enrolled  at  this  school  during  the  past  year. 

The  Town  Graduation  Exercises  held  at  the  First  Congregational 
Church  were  somewhat  different  from  those  held  during  years  past  in 
that  the  graduating  pupils  were  the  only  ones  to  participate  in  the 
exercises. 

This  variation  from  the  usual  custom  was  enjoyed  by  those 
present.

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Supervisor's  Report. 


The  school  year  closed  on  June  27,  the  previously  arranged  closing 
date  having  been  given  up  owing  to  the  epidemic  of  influenza  which  at  one 
time  or  another  in  the  fall  or  winter  closed  nearly  every  school  in  town  for 
one  or  more  weeks.  By  the  extension  of  the  year  it  was  possible  in  some 
cases  to  comply  with  the  state  law  requiring  that  schools  be  open  180  days 
and  in  all  but  one  case  this  number  was  closely  approached.  The  number 
of  days  for  the  various  schools  varied  from  158  to  180  with  an  average  of 
174.5  while  the  number  of  weeks  ran  from  32  to  38.  Because  of  the  large 
amount  of  sickness  throughout  the  community  the  percentage  of  attend- 
ance was  much  lower  than  could  have  been  expected  varying  from  75  to 
93.37:  this  was  naturally  followed  at  the  close  of  the  year  with  a  decrease 
in  the  percentage  of  promotion  which  ran  from  52  to  92.  The  figures  for 
all  of  the  schools  are  given  in  the  table  on  an  adjoining  page. 

The  progress  of  the  pupils  throughout  the  town  was  on  the  whole  fair 
though  in  some  cases  the  work  of  the  teachers  was  hampered  by  the  lack 
of  suitable  texts  and  material  to  work  with.  Many  of  the  pupils  who  failed 
to  be  promoted  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  have  completed  a  large 
amount  of  the  required  work  for  the  year  and  should  move  along  to  the 
next  grade  within  the  first  few  months  of  this  year  as  promotions  will  be 
made  as  rapidly  as  the  children  show  their  ability  to  do  the  work  of  the 
higher  standards. 

The  graduation  exercises  were  held  in  the  church  at  North  Granby  on 
the  afternoon  of  June  27th.     Each  of  the  graduates  had  been  previously 
assigned  some  part  in  the  program  and  with  but  one  exception  these  parts 
were  delivered.     The  members  of  the  graduating  class  were: —

In  addition  to  the  papers  of  the  graduates  the  pupils  of  the  Granby  St. 
School  presented  a  folk  dance,  the  pupils  of  the  lower  room  of  the  N.  Gran, 
by  School  a  song,  and  Mr.  Ireland,  an  inspector  of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, delivered  a  short  address. 

Nineteen  graduates  from  the  local  schools  were  attending  the  Simsbury 
High  School  during  the  past  year  and  several  of  the  last  graduating  class 
have  signified  their  intention  of  entering  that  school  this  coming  year. 

The  State  Board  assigned  to  the  town  of  Granby  during  the  last  few 
months  of  the  school  year  a  nurse,  Miss  Stephenson,  who  has  since  that 
time  examined  nearly  all  of  the  children  in  town  and  through  suggestions 
to  them,  reports  to  parents,  and  visits  to  parents  has  done  much  to  improve 
the  health  of  the  children.     Throughout  the  year  there  has  been  an  active 
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campaign  for  personal  cleanliness  carried  on  in  all  of  the  schools  and  the 
results  have  been  good.  It  is  hoped  that  Miss  Stephenson  will  be  assigned 
to  this  town  for  the  coming  year  and  that  she  will  be  able  to  carry  on  the 
excellent  work  that  she  has  but  begun  and  widen  her  field  of  activities  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  town.  In  her  final  report  for  the  year  she  reports 
but  34  of  the  children  registered  as  vaccinated,  85  as  having  defective  eyes, 
38  as  having  enlarged  tonsils  or  as  mouth  breathers.  Parents  have  in  each 
case  been  notified  and  the  welfare  of  the  children  requires  that  in  these 
particular  cases  the  children  be  given  proper  medical  attention. 

The  fact  that  we  have  but  recently  passed  through  such  a  trying  period 
seems  now  ages  ago  since  so  many  big  things  have  come  to  take  our  atten- 
tion since  last  December.  It  would  not  be  fair,  however,  to  fail  to  give  due 
credit  to  the  pupils  and  teachers  of  Granby  for  the  support  they  gave  the 
government  during  that  period,  Red  Cross  material  was  distributed  to 
each  school  and  a  total  of  103 1  finished  pieces  returned  to  the  Hartford 
Chapter.  The  Junior  Red  Cross  collections  amounted  to  $79.76  and  the 
War  Saving  Stamp  contributions  came  in  regularly  in  varying  amounts. 
The  value  of  regular  savings  has  been  brought  home  to  all  of  us  and  each 
child  will  have  this  year  the  opportunity  to  add  to  his  reserves  through 
purchasing  stamps  at  the  schools. 

Teachers'  salaries  in  the  town  of  Granby  for  the  coming  school  year 
will  be  much  higher  than  ever  before  ranging  from  $625.  to  $750.  This 
large  increase  was  made  imperative  because  of  the  great  shortage  of  quali- 
fied instructors  during  the  past  year  and  the  greatly  increased  prices  which 
everyone  has  to  pay  for  the  necessities  of  life.  Five  new  teachers  have 
been  secured,  of  these  four  are  graduates  of  two  or  three  year  Normal 
School  courses  the  other  has  had  one  year  of  Normal  School  training  and 
one  year  of  successful  experience  in  this  state.  These  teachers  replace 
three  teachers  of  no  special  training  or  ability,  one  teacher  of  some  few 
years'  experience  and  Miss  Johns  who  has  for  some  time  conducted  the  up- 
per grades  at  the  N.  Granby  School  with  marked  success.  Five  of  the 
teachers  who  continue  in  the  town  from  next  year  have  this  summer  at- 
tended the  four  weeks'  course  of  the  Danbury  Summer  School  and  we  may 
expect  a  great  increase  in  the  efficiency  of  our  teaching  force  for  the  com- 
ing year.  Granby  has  contracted  to  pay  for  13  teachers  for  this  year  a 
total  of  $9,143.00  as  compared  .with  $6,041.60  for  the  year  just  past.  On 
the  1918-1919  schedule  the  State  will  refund  40%  of  the  teachers'  wages 
amounting  to  $2,416.64,  leaving  $3,624.96  to  be  paid  by  the  town.  The 
State  will  pay  for  1919-1920,  an  average  attendance  grant  of  $3.00  per 
pupil  which  will  figure  approximately  $585.00.  This  amount  has  been 
applied  according  to  the  statute  to  the  increase  of  teachers'  wages  above 
what  the  town  could  have  afforded  to  make.  State  aid  on  the  payment  of 
teachers'  wages  will  be  60%  for  Granby  for  1919-1920,  making  a  refund  on 
the  total  of  $9,143.00  of  $5,485.80  which  leaves  $3,072. 20  to  be  paid  from  the 
town  funds. 

Our  expense  for  teachers  for  this  year  will  therefore  be  less  than  in 
the  year  just  past. '  Granby  having  secured  a  well  trained  teaching  force 
for  the  coming  year  every  effort  should  be  made  to  make  their  work  as 
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successful  as  possible.  Teachers  can  do  their  best  work  only  under  favor- 
able conditions  and  one  of  the  most  important  things  is  their  boarding 
place.  Those  people  in  town  who  are  fortunate  enough  to  have  a  teacher 
living  with  them  can  greatly  assist  by  making  conditions  as  favorable  as 
may  be. 

During  the  past  year  the  new  school  at  Floydville  has  been  opened. 
The  building  is  well  adapted  to  its  uses  and  might  well  serve  as  a  model 
for  future  one  room  construction  in  this  town.  The  Granby  St.  School  is 
in  very  poor  condition  and  it  becomes  necessary  to  make  extensive  repairs 
which  will  approach  rebuilding  or  the  construction  of  a  new  building.  The 
committee  has  agreed  on  the  new  building  and  every  effort  should  be  made 
to  have  this  ready  for  use  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  The  Gran- 
ville Road  building  with  poor  foundation  and  floor  must  be  repaired  quickly 
or  it  will  be  necessary  to  construct  a  new  building  here  also.  The  remain- 
der of  the  buildings  throughout  the  town  are  in  good  condition  and  when 
the  recommended  repairs  have  been  completed  this  fall  should  be  well 
fitted  for  the  year. 

Having  good  teachers  and  buildings  the  one  remaining  factor  within 
the  school  necessary  for  a  successful  year  is  the  presence  of  proper  equip- 
ment. In  many  cases  the  text  books  are  out  of  date  and  in  very  poor  condi- 
tion. New  geographies  for  the  upper  grades  were  introduced  this  last  year 
and  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  replace  many  of  the  old  books  or  secure  new 
ones.  The  State  Library  Grant  for  Schools  of  $50.00  with  a  like  sum  ap- 
propriated by  the  School  Committee  will  be  used  to  equip  teachers  and 
pupils  reference  libraries  and  with  the  material  already  on  hand  the  schools 
should  all  be  well  supplied  this  year  with  this  kind  of  material. 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  Granby  at  the  present  time  is  a  night 
school  at  the  Floydville  School.  I  have  frequently  visited  Floydville  and 
talked  with  parents  on  school  matters  but  have  had  to  use  an  interpreter 
each  time.  The  English  language  is  spoken  but  little  in  the  majority  of 
homes  in  this  section  and  we  cannot  reasonably  expect  the  proper  kind  of 
Americans  to  develop  from  this  environment.  An  evening  school  for  non- 
English  speaking  adults  in  this  section  would  undoubtedly  be  appreciated 
by  the  people  and  would  be  a  long  step  in  the  work  of  Americanization 
which  will  become  general  throughout  our  country  soon. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, the  teachers,  pupils  and  parents  for  their  co-operation  in  making 
the  schools  successful  last  year  and  to  urge  all  to  show  their  interest  dur- 
ing the  coming  year  by  visiting  the  schools  as  frequently  as  possible,  mak- 
ing suggestions  and  criticisms  which  will  be  welcomed  by  the  teachers  as 
well  as  myself.

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee, 

Town  of  Granby, 
Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  herewith  my  second  annual  report  on 
the  School  of  the  Town  of  Granby. 

The  school  year  which  closed  June  10th  with  graduation  exercises  at  the 
North  Granby  Church,  was  one  of  exceptional  accomplishment.  Beginning  the 
year  with  many  new  teachers,  but  nearly  all  of  professional  training,  the  manner 
in  which  the  work  was  quickly  and  efficiently  taken  up  was  decidedly  pleasing. 
The  teaching  staff  on  the  whole  was  much  more  efficient  than  the  preceding 
year  and  but  three  changes  were  made,  Miss  Carlson  resigning  at  Christmas 
to  take  a  position  elsewhere,  Miss  Bronson  resigning  after  a  month  at  the 
Hungary  School,  and  Miss  Tyler  resigning  from  the  No.  3  School  during  the 
Christmas  recess.  With  the  great  shortage  of  trained  successful  teachers  we 
were  fortunate  in  filling  their  positions  with  young  ladies  who  carried  the  work 
on  well.  An  evidence  of  the  success  of  engaging  trained  or  experienced  teachers 
i  s  the  greatly  increased  percentage  of  promotion  in  nearly  all  schools. 

The  adequacy  of  our  teachers  was  due  largely  to  the  increase  in  wages 
voted  by  your  committee  in  the  spring  of  1919  which  made  possible  the 
engaging  of  such  a  well  qualified  corps.  Conditions  relative  to  teachers  have 
not  improved  in  the  past  twelve  months,  there  has  been  an  increasing  scarcity 
accompanied  with  greatly  augmented  salaries  throughout  the  country.  These 
factors  have  made  it  exceedingly  difficult  to  secure  for  rural  schools,  particu- 
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larly  those  of  small  size  and  isolated  location,  properly  qualified  teachers  for 
the  coming  year.  Your  committee  has  as  far  as  possible  met  this  difficulty 
with  a  maximum  salary  of  $1200.00  which  has  proven  more  than  sufficient  to 
secure  teachers  for  all  schools;  but  my  efforts  to  engage  trained,  experienced 
teachers  for  all  schools  have  not  met  with  success  so  that  we  start  the  year 
with  two  teachers  of  high  school  training  and  one  summer  normal  school 
course  and  one  teacher  of  college  training,  but  no  professional  training,  who 
were  secured  for  the  smaller  schools.  The  other  four  teachers  new  to  this 
town  this  fall  are  all  of  two  or  more  years'  experience  and  should  give  us 
efficient  service.  We  are  unfortunate  in  having  lost  the  services  of  Miss  Bun- 
nell, Miss  Clark,  Miss  Katinas  and  Miss  Wilcox,  all  of  whom  have  served 
the  town  long  and  well  but  they  go  to  larger  fields  with  our  best  wishes. 

That  conditions  regarding  the  number  of  trained,  qualified  teachers  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  State  and  Nation  cannot  change  within  two  years, 
that  being  the  time  required  to  train  a  teacher,  is  conceded  by  those  closely  in 
touch  with  our  Normal  Schools.  The  problem  is  a  serious  one  which  we  must 
meet  as  best  as  we  can.  Granby  last  year  furnished  seven  out  of  the  twelve 
teachers  finishing  the  school  year.  The  coming  year,  four  only  are  local  resi- 
dents. Our  high  school  graduates  should  be  encouraged  to  prepare  seriously 
for  this  work  and  be  given  every  consideration  in  our  own  town. 

The  serious  difficulty  of  securing  proper  teachers  for  the  small  isolated 
schools  draws  our  attention  to  three  schools  in  our  town  which  in  the  past 
two  years  have  presented  the  greatest  difficulties  in  this  respect,  namely  Dis- 
trict No.  3,  Lower  West  and  Upper  West.  An  examination  of  the  table  with 
this  report  shows  that  the  average  attendance  in  these  buildings  was  far 
below  that  of  our  other  schools,  being  5.71,  5.78,  and  8.07,  respectively. 
This,  when  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  large  cost  per  pupil  of  these  schools 
for  the  coming  year  based  on  teachers'  salary  alone,  (fuel,  supplies,  repairs 
not  being  considered)  which  is  $157.61,  $155.70,  and  $123.91,  respectively, 
demands  our  serious  consideration.  These  three  schools  should  be  consoli- 
dated, creating  a  one-room  school  comparing  favorably  in  size  with  the  other 
buildings  in  the  town.  It  is  possible  that  some  saving  in  expense  might  be 
thus  brought  about  since  two  teachers  could  be  dispensed  with.  This,  how- 
ever, would  depend  upon  the  amount  necessary  for  transportation  from  those 
schools  closed  to  the  one  continued,  for  transportation  would  have  to  be  fur- 
nished. We  would,  however,  be  assured  of  a  large  enough  school  to  attract 
a  good  teacher,  and  of  a  school  of  a  sufficient  number  of  pupils  to  be  run 
efficiently  from  an  educational  and  economical  standpoint.  During  the  ex- 
treme weather  of  last  year,  while  a  teacher  was  being  secured  for  the  Cooley 
School,  it  was  necessary  to  transport  the  pupils  from  this  school  to  North 
Granby.  The  experiment  proved  satisfactory  in  every  way  and  its  permanent 
continuance  is  worthy  of  your  consideration.  All  other  schools  in  the  town 
are  filled  or  nearly  filled  to  capacity  and  at  present  present  no  possibility  of 
efficient  consolidation. 

A  review  of  the  year's  work  must  include  mention  of  several  unusual 
features.  The  Granby  St.  Building  was  finished  about  the  middle  of  the 
year  and  occupied  shortly  after.  A  comparison  of  costs  and  construction 
with  other  new  buildings  throughout  the  state  indicates  that  the  building  was 
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erected  at  a  much  smaller  expense  than  usual.  The  construction  and  equip- 
ment is  in  accordance  with  the  best  rural  schools  of  today  and  the  town  is  to 
be  congratulated  in  securing  this  building  at  such  a  reasonable  outlay.  The 
installation  of  flush  toilets,  or  sanitary  chemical  toilets,  with  running  water 
will,  I  am  sure,  bring  this  building  up  to  the  State  requirements  for  a  model 
school,  of  which  there  are  at  present  but  very  few  in  the  State.  I  trust  that 
soon  Granby  will  have  the  distinction  of  being  added  to  that  list. 

Repairs  completed  on  the  Granville  Road  building  have  greatly  improved 
conditions  there,  the  school  having  been  clean,  comfortable  and  warm  during 
the  winter  months.  Necessary  repairs  were  made  on  other  buildings.  Owing  to 
the  present  unusual  costs  of  material  and  labor  only  the  most  essential  repairs 
have  been  attempted  this  summer,  their  completion  should  find  the  schools  in 
good  condition  throughout. 

Christmas  recess  found  the  enrollment  of  the  Bushy  Hill  School  so 
small,  and  with  no  immediate  prospect  of  an  increase,  that  your  committee 
voted  the  closing  of  this  school  and  the  consolidation  with  the  Granby  St. 
School.  This  was  a  decided  saving  and  resulted  in  increased  efficiency  for  the 
pupils  of  the  school  closed.  One  pupil  of  the  closed  school  made  a  record  of 
perfect  attendance  in  the  Granby  St.  School. 

Increases  in  the  book  equipment  of  the  schools  have  been  made  through- 
out, the  largest  expenditures  were  devoted  to  new  reading  books  and  refer- 
ence material  for  the  school  libraries.  Continuous  additions  and  replacements 
must  be  made  to  these  from  year  to  year  to  keep  the  equipment  up  to  standard. 

Miss  Stevenson,  school  nurse  assigned  by  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
has  continued  her  work  in  the  schools  and  homes  with  good  results.  Parents 
are  taking  an  active  interest  in  conditions  as  presented  by  the  nurse,  and 
gradual  improvement  is  being  made.  Eighty-six  pupils  now  in  our  schools 
have  defective  teeth;  of  these,  eight  have  received  attention,  and  twenty  cases 
are  pending.  Good  health  depends  much  upon  proper  condition  of  the  mouth 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  pupils  in  need  of  dental  attention  will  be  given 
early  consideration. 

The  evening  school  for  Americanization  as  authorized  by  the  Town  and 
School  Committee  was  opened  in  the  Floydville  School  in  the  fall.  The  re- 
sponse from  the  people  nearby  was  excellent.  A  large  number  were  enrolled, 
their  needs  varying  greatly.  Every  attempt  was  made  to  provide  adequate 
instruction,  but  the  impossibility  of  securing  teachers  for  the  school  forced 
the  abandonment  of  the  project  after  a  two  weeks'  trial.  The  demand  for  a 
school  here  is  good,  the  work  that  it  can  do  is  of  greatest  value,  and  I  hope 
that  conditions  will  soon  make  it  possible  to  open  a  regular  night  school  here. 

The  graduation  exercises  held  June  10th  concluded  with  the  awarding  of 
diplomas  to  the  following:  Irene  Andrews,  Delight  Sheley,  Harlan  Spring. 

As  part  of  the  exercises  each  school  in  the  town  contributed  one  or  more 
numbers  which  were  well  rendered.  Mr.  J.  B.  McLean,  Superintendent  of 
Schools  at  Simsbury,  delivered  a  short  address  to  the  graduates. 

Simsbury  High  School  graduated  in  June  three  pupils  who  are  residents 
of  Granby:  Harriet  Andrews,  Francis  Allen,  Rita  Case.  They  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  the  completion  of  their  work  with  such  unifonnally  high  standing. 
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Seven  other  pupils  from  the  town  have  attended  this  High  School  during  the 
past  year. 

The  following  matters  acted  upon  by  the  School  Committee  are  inserted 
in  this  report  for  record  and  general  information. 

Floydville  School  shall  hereafter  consist  of  the  first  four  grades  only; 
pupils  of  higher  grades  will  attend  the  Granby  St.  School. 

Pupils  must  complete  the  work  of  the  sixth  grade  before  they  may  leave 
school  to  work  or  be  granted  working  certificates. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  percentage  of  attendance  for  the  various  schools. 
Compared  with  last  year  there  is  an  improvement  in  eight  schools  and  a  slight 
falling  off  in  the  others.  The  bad  travelling  conditions  of  the  greater  part  of 
the  winter  might  reasonably  have  been  expected  to  appear  in  decreased  per- 
centage of  attendance  in  all  schools  and  that  it  has  not  so  appeared  is  worthy 
of  note. 

Records  of  visitors  to  the  various  schools  indicate  that  visitation  by 
parents  to  the  schools  in  the  past  year  has  shown  a  very  decided  increase  over 
last  year.  This  is  decidedly  encouraging  since  it  indicates  an  active  interest 
which  should  be  helpful  to  teachers  in  the  conduct  of  their  schools.  I  sincerely 
hope  that  every  resident  of  the  town  will  make  it  a  point  at  least  once  in  the 
coming  year  to  visit  some  town  school  during  its  regular  session  and  see  how 
the  work  is  being  conducted.  All  teachers  will  be  grateful  for  any  suggestion, 
as  will  the  Supervisor. 

I  wish  to  express  to  the  members  of  the  Committee  my  appreciation  for 
their  advice,  assistance  and  suggestions  in  the  conduct  of  the  schools  during 
the  past  year;  to  the  teachers,  my  thanks  for  the  earnest  manner  in  which  they 
have  conducted  their  work,  and  to  parents  and  pupils  for  their  helpful,  active 
participation  which  in  the  final  analysis  means  much  to  the  success  of  any 
school  system.
